WASHINGTON, Sept. 16.—The > 
weather bureau today issued the ( 
following bulletins 
“Henvy frost last night tn the 
Dakotas, Nebraska and western 
Minnesota. Danger of serious 
frost tonight in Iowa, Minnesota 


and Wisconsin, lessened by indi- 
cations of increasing cloudiness in 
those districts.”

WASHINGTON, Sept. 16.—Rain, snow and 
frost played havoc with the crops in the 
western part of the Mississippi valley dur- 
ing the last two days. The damage done 
through the cold wave, which came sweep- 
ing down from Northwest Canada, is re- 
ported to be enormous. and will become 
calamitous if the wave moves eastward as 
rapidiv as it threatens to move. 

Snow two feet deep covers the ground in 
certain parts of North Dakota, and around 
Winnipeg the storm developed into bliz- 
gard. before which neither man nor benst 
could stand. Horses and other live stock 
perished. 

The cold wave following the rain- 
storms that have cause rot and mildew in 
Minnesota and in the Dakotas generally. 
Bnow has fallen as far south as Cheyenne, 
which last nicht was freezing under a tem- 
perature of 3} degrees above zero. 

The frost caught the Nebraska corn 
crop last night in the eastern and southern 
sections and the damage will be extensive. 

Reports from 50 of the 70 counties in the 
corn belt of Nebraska, received by he 
Wor!d-Herild up to midnight Indicite that 
a frost is general in the state tonight, In 
many localities it is killing. in others light. 
Crop bureau estimates place the damage to 
corn at 25 per cent.

Jast micht. and the thermometer fell almost 
to freezing point. The rain was followed

Dispatches from St. Pau! tell of ruin to 
wheat and flax in the Northwest amounting 
to millions of dollars. Nearly all the grain 
in shock. estimated at SO ver cent, and #ll 
the standing grain is buried under snow 
and water. Eight inches of rain had [allen 
in 4 hours. Railroad tracks have heen 
Washed out and trains from the Pacific 
coast have been for two days pushing 
through deep snow and are reported ten 
to twenty hours late. 

The rain has put a stop to thrashing, and 
with a shortage of cash grain on the mar- 
ket, farmers are g@eatly discouraged. ‘I'he 
grade of wheat that will be thrashed later 
will be lowered generally. 

In the Red River Valley fields are so 
muddy that it will be several days after the 
rain ceases before the thrashing machines 
can be moved. The situation is especially 
hard for the farmers of northern Minnesota, 
as their crops have already been severely 
damaged by drouth. 

Much damage has been done in Wiscon- 
sin by rain, especially in the northwestern 
part of the state. Riyers are high, bridges 
have been destroyed and Gwellers on bot- 
tom lands have been driven from their 
homes. Sawmilis and paper mills on the 
Wisconsin river are shut down because of 
the floods. No through train from the 
West has arrived at Milwaukee for two 
Gays and trains have been three to six 
hours late. 

Frost warnings have been issued for 
Montana, the Dakotas, Kansas, Nebraska, 
Minnesota, the western portion of Wiscon- 
ein, Iowa and Missouri, Northwestern 1)- 
Hinois, Northern and Western Colorado, 
Nofthern Utah, the Texas Panhandle, Ida- 
hoe and extreme eastern portions of Oregon 
and Washington.

USING THE MISSISSIPPI. 

The German exhibitors who propose to send their World's 
Fair exhibits by way of New Orleans and thence to St. Louis 
by river without breaking bulk have evidently not been in- 
formed that the Mississippi, although the greatest natural 
highway in the world, is virtually abandoned. They must 
hear the humiliating confession that even with vessels of 15 
feet draft they can reach St. Louis only during two or three 
mofiths in the year. 

It is remarkable that the simple, matter-of-fact and very 
natural error of the German exhibitors should occur just when 
the possibilities of the great river have fallen into such. com- 
plete contempt that a portion of the St. Louis levee, absolutely 
necessary if the water route is ever to be used, is about to 
be granted away to a corporation, merely because the cor- 
poration would have to buy land elsewhere if it can’t get the 
levee land for nothing. 

Stranger still is it that St. Louis merchants who have been 
most conspicuous in advocating congressional appropriations 
sufficient to keep the river in navigable condition are now 
urging this conversion of the levee into a railway yard, al- 
though such a use will deprive 5t.

THE GUBERNATORIAL SITUATION. 

Theré has not been for years in this state a more interesting 
poiitieal situation than that arising from the contest for the 
Democratic gubernatorial nomination, New light is thrown 
upon it by the interview with Mr. Hawes, the leader of the 
st. Louis Democracy, suggesting the probability of his own 
entry im the race. 

With the exception of Judge Gantt, whose boom seems to be 
flopping idly on the ground, there are no announced candidates; 
yet it is well understood that Circuit Attorney Folk’s friends 
are strenuously rooting for him and that Mayor Reed is feel- 
ing the pulse of the rural voter and is industriously building 
fences, Now Mr, Hawes casts his gauntlet in the field, with 
ihe manifest purpose of opposing and defeating Mr. Folk. 

The situation clearly points to a contest between Folk and 
the field, and the surface indications suggest the means which 
ihe machine leaders have decided upon to combat the so-called 
Folk wave. 

Reed, although he has strong opposition in Kansas City, can 
probably beat it, as*he has in previous contests; he will 
probably gain the Kansas City and St. Joe delegations, with 
posssibly those of several counties. Hawes, as the leader 
of the St. Louis Democracy, counts upon capturing the St. 
louis delegation. With St. Louis, Kansas City and St. Joseph 
out of the Folk column about 25 counties would hold the 
balance of power. These might be carried for favorite sons or 
controlled by machine leaders. With the convention thus di- 
vided hetween several candidates the result would be merely

A victory for Hawes in the city would be used against Mr. 
Folk. The latter’s opponents would point to it as an evidence 
of his weakness. They would say it indicated his unpopularity 
at home; they would declare that the decision of the city pri- 
maries voiced the sentiments of the city voters. Of course, 
this might not be effeetive with the country voters, who look 
with suspicion upon city politicians and frequently take de- 
light in defeating their plans. It might solidify the country 
for Folk.

ation as follows: 

“Washington University quit playing the! 
local Zlevens, not because it believed it 
had an infinitely superior eleven, but be- 
cause it had started on a purely amateur 
career and Intended to live up to it. 

“Cc. B. C. and St. Louls University, ac- 
cording to the best information obtainable, 
have maintained semi-professional elevens 
and have offered special inducements to 
players to get them to attend college. 

“Tt would have been inconsistent with 
our policy and with the demand of our fac- 
ulty for absolute amateurism, had we ar- 
ranged games with them. That our sus- 
picions were correct is borne out by the 
action of the western division of the A. 
A. U., which has blacklisted McKeown and 
Fitzporter of the St. Louis University 
1903 team. 

“We were therefore forced to pass up, 
among other games, one that we, as well 
as the other side of the case, Knew to Le a 
rofitable contest—that with c. eo 
Thanksgiving Day. The case is purely one 
of principle and not of discrimination. 

“Again we are charged with refusing to 
play Rolla if the latter eleven made dates 
with other local teams. The fact of the 
matter is that Rolla makes its own sched-

Cha 
varia, overcame his scruples against heft 
early Wednesday morning, and, making him 
forget everything except that.fate in the 
form of a baker's wagon af provided 
means for the ending of ®W-hours fast, 
led him to steal, » 

“The theft. wis: in quantity; “one loaf of 
baker's bread; in value, 5 cents. But it 
constituted a crime, and when somebody 
telephoned to the Four Courts that a 
burglar had been caught at 8135 North 
Broadway he was arrested and taken ir 
a patrol wagon to the Angelica street no- 
lice station and locked up. 

But after Chavaria had told his story 
and given confirmation of it in the raven- 
ous hunger that he displayed when fvoad 
was set before him, it was ordered that 
he be released and an effort will be ma‘4< 
to find employment for him.

Henry Bowman, a clerk employed at the 
store, came to open the doors while Cha- 


varia was swallowing the last morse] of the 


loaf. He asked him if he hadn't stolen jt: 
the boy told him he had. and that he war 
so hunary he had to steal it. 


While they were talking someone tele. 
phoned to the Four Courts that a burglar 
had been captured, and a patrol wagon 
was hurried to the scene from the Angelica 
street station. 

The feeding of the prisoner was a 
test that went far to prove the truth 
of the boy's tale. The meal was only bread 
and sausage, but he devoured it with the 
greed of a wolf. His first effort to re- 
Strain himeelf while he ate was vain and 
he tore the food into large bites and gulped 
them down ravenously.

SHARP FIGHT OVER 
AT LAND ACT 


Whether to Recommend Its Appeal Is 
Irrigation Congress’ Most Dif- 
cult Problem. 


° 
OGDEN, Utah, Sept. 16.—Methods of col- 
onization of the vast irrigable districts of 
the West and the legal aspect of the whol 
irrigation and the exiating 
land laws were the subiects scheduled to 
come before the national irrigation 
gress at today's sessions 

The first-named subiect was expectod t: 
take up the entire morning session, as be- 
aides Commander Booth-Tucker of the Sal 
yation Army. who was to deliver the prin- 
cipal address on the subiect, ea dozen 
speakers, Including western railroad ofii- 
clals, governors, senators and congressmen 
from a number of states, were expected to 
make informal talks on how to best bring 
people to the newly irrigated lamds and 
make them profitable. 

At the afternoon session the desert land 
act, which was attacked by President Clack 
in his addrees yesterday, was defended 
by Congressman Frank Mondell of W yo- 
ming. and here, if anywhere, division on 
one of the great problems to come before 
the Congress Was expected. 

Discussion of this question was quite 
free among the delegates before the con- 
gress met this morning, with the sentiment 
apparently evenly divided as to whether or 
not the congress should recommend the 
repeal of the desert land act, and appa- 
rentiy the fight will be a sharp one. 

Belated delegates stil! continue to arrive. 
moatiy from the nearby western states. 
and the number of delegates has now ex- 
weeded all precedent or expectation. A 
delegation of nearly a hundred from Idaho 
arrived last night and this morning, mak- 
ing.nearly 200 present from that »loneer 
wrigating estate.

“The Nutional League,’ said Mr. Pulliam, 
‘is camposed of eight distinct corporations 
with interests. so far as the pennant is con- 
cerned, all pulline in different directions, 
“For a ciub to part with a player to an- 
other and weaker club. no matter what the 
inducement, or what argument of League 
benefit may be urged, is a thing yet to be 
heard of since my connection with the 


presidency. 

“There is no pooling of interests. It is 
every man for himself. and the hind man 
wHl have to watch out for the bogie man 
all bv his lonesome. 

‘There is not a club in the National 
League that has any players to let go. 
Pittsburg certainl: has none and the other 
clubs are already shown to be weaker than 
the Firates. How can you figure that the 
League can put in its oar to help the Car- 
dina!s out? 

“Even if some clubs had a sup*rabund- 
ance of good men, it is unlikely they would 
ve willing to help the chances of the other 
clubs by selling them, 

‘In the American Lé@ague it is different. 
Policy governs the distribution of men to 
a certain extent, according to report. 
American League clubs of strength have 
been built up wherever competition is 
strongest. while teams like Washington 
were left to larguish. This, however, may 
be due to indifferent management.

JEFFERSON CITY. Mo., Sept. 16.—The 
seeming probability of Harry B. Hawes 
entering the race for governor has caused 
much speculation on the part of Missouri 
Democratic leaders, a majority of whom 
are not now positively commirted, cither to 
Judge Gantt of the supreme court. Mayor 
Reed of Kansas City or Circuit Attoraey 
Folk of St. Louis. 

It is generally conceded that Mr. Hawes 
could capture the 8t. Louis delegatien, 
which would give him- 198 votes. put in the 
interior of the state he is not considercd 
strong. 

Ap rominent state official stated to the 
Post-Dispatch todav that the rural districts 
are friendiv to Hawes “if Hawes will unly 
get out and make himself acyuaiated.”’ 

At the same time the politicizns are isk- 
ing the reasons which prompted Mr. Hawes 
atthis time to pave the way for a vormal 
declaration of his gubernatorial candidacy. 

In the interview published in the Post- 
Dispatch Monday. Mr. Hawes states that 
Harvey W. Salmon of Clinton, Mo., and 
Moses C. Wetmore of St. Loufs would 
prove suitable gubernatorial timber, but 
mentions nobody else. 


The indorsement of Salmon is interpreted 
by the politicians as a slap at Judge 
Gantt. For some time the relations be- 
‘ween Gantt and Salmon have . been 
strained. 

Salinon was chairman of the executive 
committee of the Democratic state com- 
mittea in 1896 when Senator Stone was 
elected governor. Stone is not a friend 
of Guntt’'s. Neither is Moses C. Wetmore 
SO considered. 

Wetmore is polit'cal and personal 
coinpanion of Senator Sone. Both 
achieved prominence as trust busters when 
the Senator filed suit to disrupt the 
American Tobacco Co., but failed to pros- 
ecute the proceedings after Wetmuro had 
disposed of his stock to the trust. 

©On Wednesday last Mr. Hawes and Sen- 
étor Stone held a two hours’ vonference 
at Stone’s law office in St. Louis. 

Stone came to Jefferson City with Mr. 
Hawes Sunday night, and Mr. Stone's 
warm political friend. Chairman Rothwell 
of the Democratic state committee, was 
in frequent consultation with Mr. Hawes 
during the latter’s stay here. 


What Had European 
Trip to Do With It? 


During their trip abroad Stone and Hawes 
met, and immé@diately upon his return the 
police board president plainily intimates 
that he intends to make the race for gov- 
ernor. 

Stone is friendly to Reed, but he is also 

friendly to Mr. Hawes, who helped to keep 
the St. Louis delegation in line for him 
when the legislature met to elect a United 
States senator. 
A St. Louis senator, who is a Hawes pro- 
tege, declared the onily promise he made 
upon securing the nomination was that he 
would vote for Stone for senatuor. 

These facts are cited by the friends of 
Judge Gantt and the other candidates as 
showing the evident Influences which Mr. 
Hawes has corralled to realize his politcal 
aspirations. 

Zut others say Mr. Hawes is not under 
obligations to Stone; that he has more 
judgment than to tie his political fortunes 
to those who are politically dead. 

At all events the Missouri political situ- 
aion assumes af interesting phase in view 
of Mr. Hawes’ declarations, and subsequent 
developments will be closely watched by 
the politcal wiseacres who anticipate a 
“typical Democratic fight’’ in the next 
Democratic state convention.
